Sunderlal the problems have 
to do with food, 
communication, 
segration 
and 
tradition. 
M ss 
Sunderlal stated 
that it is the 
fortunate few in India who are not 
starving and the vast m ajority of 
her people would be happy if they

meal a day. Communication is a 
problem also. There are 15 main 
languages in India 
and 220

lects and 82 per cent of the popu­ 
lation is illiterate she said.

tempts to negotiate with Pakistan 
to settle the difficulties that came 
about between them as a result of 
the arbitrary division of the land 
into the two countries and while 
India was attempting to negotiate, 
the U.
